ha Almost a Murder. 

THE FIENDS NOW LUDGED IN JAIL. 
One of-the Culprits Shot at Six Times. 
INDIGNATION MEETING OF THE CITIZENS—ADULTERY— 
A JEaLous HusBansD Knocks HIs Wi¥Fe’s PaRa- 
mous Down—-BoTH PARTIES UNDER ARREST. 


NxwTon, Sussex Co., N. J., Sept. 2, 1867. 

Being a regular reader of your valuable and inier- 
esting paper, and in consequence of the fearless po- 
sition your paper takes in exposing all human mon- 
asters in their crimes, I inclose you an account of 
gome inatters which have sent a thrill of horror 
tnrough this whole community, and created au ex- 
citement in our quiet village never before known. 
Men and women shrink witn terror at the thought 
that such fiends are to be fuund in our little village 
of only 2,000 inhabitants. The facts are these. On 
Friday night, August 30, Mr. Frank Lupi, one of our 
“quiet and well-to-do citizens, and Mr. James Bre- 
haut, a man about 45 years of age, and in the em- 
ploy of Mr. Lupi as a shoemaker, when about to re- 
tire to their homes, Mr. B. proposed going to one 

ft our saloons and taking a glass of “lager,” and on 
Satering a saloon kept by a large, portley lager veer 
German, of some notoriety in thie community, for- 
merly of Newark, N. J., Mr. George Yulier, they were 
met at the door by two boys or brutes, aged about 
sixteen or seventeen, who followed them into the 
saloon, and commenced pushing Mr. Brehaut, and 
asking him why in h—1l he didn’t talk American, 
and Mr. Lupi, requesied them to leave bim alove, 
when two notorious brutes, “‘ Dave” Rude and “Tip” 
McLaughlin, «sprang on Mr. Brehau, and ** Dave” 
with iron “knuckles” knocked him down, cutting a 
gash in the side of his head that laid open the tiesh 
a finger’s lengtb, so that the skull was bare, and 
‘‘ Tip” commenced to kick and jump on bim in the 
most brutal manner until he wae insensible, and 
after the entreaty of two citizens who had arrived 





from the saluon when 
MeLauyblin turned round and jumped on Mr. Bre- 
haut twice while be lay on the floor in an inseusible 
condition, and then they left, their brutal and mor- 
bid pppetite for bluod bing eatisfied. 

Mr. Brehaut was then conveyed to the residence 
of Mr. Lupi, on Spring street, and medical aid called 
in ; the doctor pronounced him to be in a dangereus 
condition, three ribs being torn loose from the spine 
and being otherwise outwardly and inwardly bruised 
in a horrible manner, and it is now doubtful if be 
recovers. On Saturday morning the neceseary pa- 
pere were made vut ao fae wero uscoled aud 
lodged in the county jail. Hude mado noresistance, 
but McLaugnlin, after baing arrested and arriving 
at the justice’s office, and being informed that it 
was not bailable, but would have to be lodged in 
jail until the result of the injuries of Mr. Brebaut 
were known, he made an effort to escape, lecving 
the office and starting down Water street, and turn- 
ing into and up Trinity street, the constable follow- 
ing in hot haste. On reaching Trinity street the 
constable fired six shots at hiiu, none taking effect, 
when he, being within about twenty-five yards of 
McLaueblin, ordered him to stop, or he would shoot 
him. Thereupon McLaughlin came to a stand, and 
on the constable reaching kim, he put himself in 
a fighting position, but the constable, Mr. Struble, 
soon brought him to submission, aud marched him 
to the jail with a revolver pointed at his head, aout 
a hundred men and women, who bad congregated 
by this time, following them, all anxious to know the 
cause of the fracas. They are now lying in jail, be- 
ing guarded at night by men hired by the citizens, 
awaiting the action of the grand jury of the next 
court, which commences to-morrow, Tuesday, Sep- 
tember 8d, when, no doubt, these rowdies will have 
dealt out to them the full extent ofthe law. ‘‘ Dave” 
ge has already served a short term in York State 
** cells.”
